Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I beg  to  submit  my  (fourth)  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District,  that 
for  the  year  1942. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Death  Rates  given  are 
the  “ crude”  rates,  i.e.,  incorrected  for  sex  and  age 
distribution.  The  ‘ ‘ factor  of  correction,”  normally 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  has  been  temporarily 
discontinued.  , 

The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  good. 

There  was  no  big  epidemic  of  infectious  disease. 
Measles  cases  were  about  the  same,  181  as  against  190 
in  1941.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type,  complications 
being  few  and  no  deaths  resulted.  There  was  a striking 
fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  9 cases 
being  notified  as  against  150,  and  here  also,  no  death- 
resulted. 

DIPHTHERIA. — There  was  a slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  notified,  16  (civilians  only)  as  against 
7 in  1941.  For  the  second  year  running  there  were  no 
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deaths  from  this  disease.  An  analysis  of  these  16  cases 
as  regards  to  age  incidence  and  immunisation  is  interest- 
ing, and  is  as  follows:  —

A reference  back  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  three  years,  ending  June  30th,  1930,  shows 
that  there  were  notified  : —

This  average  age  incidence  of  10.9  is  interesting  when 
compare*!  with  the  equivalent  figure  for  1942,  viz.,  18.1 
years. 

Again — of  the  35  cases  occurmg  during  the  three  years, 
ended  30th  June,  1930:  — 

29  were  under  15  years  of  age 
6 were  over  15  years  of  age 

It  would  therefore  seem  evident  that  Diphtheria  is  be- 
coming more  a disease  of  early  adult  life,  and  less  one 
of  young  childhood.  The  natural  inference  is  that 
immunisation  is  beginning  to  bear  fruit. 

It  may  be  argued  that  it  is  unfair  to  compare  a 
triennial  period  with  a single  year.  The  following  show-> 
the  position  during  the  three  year  period,  1940-41-42, 
compared  with  the  period  already  quoted — three  year 
period  ending  30th  June,  1930  : —

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  shows  a very  definite  decline 
- — 6 cases  with  2 deatiis  as  compared  with  15  cases  and 
4 deaths  last  year. 

Tuberculosis. — Slighty  fewer  cases  were  notified— 
41  as  against  46.  The  deaths  were  rather  higher,  13  as 
against  8 t lie  previous  year. 

Cancer. — There  was  a decrease  of  8 deaths  during 
the  year,  50  as  against  58  during  1941. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  of  the  Circulatory  System 
generally,  continue  to  account  for  one  half  of  the  total 
deaths,  183  out  of  371  total  deaths.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  1941  were  199  out  of  a total  of  410. 

Comparison  of  Vital  Statistics  figures,  both  as  re- 
gards previous  years  and  other  areas  will  be  found  set 
out  under  their  respective  headings.  It  only  need  be 
mentioned  here  that  the  death  rate  is  down  and  the 
birth  rate  up. 

I must  express  my  very  deep  regret  at  having  been 
compelled  to  be  absent  over  a long  period  owing  to  ill- 
health.  I must  pay  a very  great  tribute  to  your  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Watson,  for  the  extremely  able 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  dealt  with  innumerable 
matters  during  my  absence,  and  also  for  his  very  valued 
help  and  advice  throughout  the  year,  which  is  always  so 
fieely  at  my  disposal.  I much  appreciate  the  loyal  co- 
operation of  the  staff  of  my  department,  and  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties. 

I must  express  my  very  great  gratitude  to  Dr. 
Kenneth  Fraser,  County  Medical  Officer,  for  his  kindness 
and  help  throughout  the  year  and  more  particularly  for 
having  acted  in  my  place  as  your  Medical  Officer  during 
my  absence,  and  for  so  willingly  dealing  with  all  matters 
requiring  the  pers<*nal  attention  of  a Medical  Officer.  He 
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also  freely  placed  at  my  disposal  members  of  his  staff 
who  continued  during  my  absence  routine  duties  of 
School  Medical  Inspection,  Clinics  and  Dispensaries  and 
Diphtheria  Immunisation.  So  thorough  was  the  co- 
operation and  help  both  of  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
staff  and  your  own  staff  that  on  my  return  to  duty  1 
found  not  one  single  item  remaining  outstanding  for  my 
attention. 

Finally  I must  ask  every  member  of  the  Council  to 
accept  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  their  unfailing  help 
and  support  during  these  rather  difficult  times  and  for 
the  patience  and  consideration  shown  during  my  second 
prolonged  absence.

Ambulance  Facilities. — These  remain  unaltered  and 
are  adequate  and  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  general 
and  infectious  cases.  An  ambulance  for  general  cases 
is  stationed  at  Brampton,  and  infectious  cases  are  dealt 
with  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Longtown  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  Infectious  cases  are  also  sent  to  the 
City  Fever  Hospital,  Carlisle,  and  its  ambulance  is  also 
available  for  such  cases.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

There  are  two  Treatment  Centres  in  the  Area,  at 
Carlisle  and  Brampton.  Each  centre  has  a School  Clinic, 
Child  Welfare  Clinic,^  and  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  as 
well  as  a Dental  Clinic. 


At  the  Carlisle  Centre,  Orthopeodic  Clinics  are  held 
by  a specialist  staff. 

For  tuberculosis  purposes  (only)  the  Brampton 
Dispensary  covers  the  Altson  Rural  District. 

As  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Council,  your  Medical  Officer  is  in  charge  of  both 
centres,  apart  from  Dental  and  Orthopeodic  work. 
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Very  good  use  has  been  made  of  these  centres,  more 
especially  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that,  being  a rural 
area,  at  least  90%  of  those  attending  have  to  travel  by 
’bus  to  reach  the  centres.  In  the  case  of  the  Carlisle 
Centre,  everyone  attending  has  to  make  use  of  public 
transport  from  the  outlying  Country  districts.  In  many 
cases  quite  long  distances  have  to  be  covered  involving 
considerable  expense  to  parents  apd  others.

SECTION  F. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  campaign  against  diphtheria  by  the  immunisa- 
tion of  children  from  1-15  years  of  age,  commenced  at 
the  beginning  of  1941,  was  continued  during  the  year 
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under  review.  The  material  used  was  A.P.T.  and  the 
dose  given  in  each  case  was  .3  and  .5  c.c.  Reaction  was 
again  negligible,  occasionally  there  was  a slightly  stiff 
arm  and  a very  transient  malaise.  It  was  very  observable 
that  such  slight  reaction  as  did  take  place  was  almost 
entirely  confined  to  the  older  ages,  from  10-14  years. 
Apparently  infants  just  over  1 year  old  show  no  reaction 
as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  mothers’  reports. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  children  immunised 
last  year,  the  numbers  completed  during  1942  are  verv 
small. 

An  encouraging  feature  was  that  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  there  was  a marked  upward  tendancy  in  the 
number  of  1-5  year  old  children  brought  to  the  Clinics  to 
be  immunised.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
District  Nurses  had  been  circularised  and  sent  a supply 
of  consent  forms  to  give  out  to  all  homes  visited  where 
there  were  unimmunised  infants.  Wireless  broadcasts 
and  announcements  in  the  public  Press  also  played  their 
part.

Housing. 

Two  houses  have  been  reconditioned  during  the 

year. 

Little  work  has  been  possible  owing  to  restrictions 
of  labour  and  material  and  present  conditions  do  not 
allow  of  more  than  the  “ bare  necessities  ” of  in- 
spections being  carried  out. 
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While  the  shortages  of  labour  and  material  are  fully- 
appreciated,  there  is  a danger  that  this  may  too  readily 
be  used  as  an  excuse  by  the  unwilling  property  owner  to 
escape  his  responsibilities. 

No  new  building  by  the  Council  has  been  under- 
taken during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Water  Closets. 

The  number  of  new  drainage  systems  installed  and 
water  closets  provided  in  place  of  earth-closets  or  privies 
is  20.  Thirteen  of  these  are  drained  to  the  Council’s 
sewers  and  13  to  cesspools. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  number  of  houses  provided  with  a sufficient 
water  supply  was  29.  ♦

Im- 
piovements  have  been  carried  out  to  14  cowsheds  and  six 
premises  have  been  provided  with  suitable  cooling  and 
sterilising  rooms. 

713  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Methylene  Blue  and  B Coli  tests.  Of  these,  322 
were  also  examined  for  T.B.,  five  of  which  were 
“ positive.”

Slaughter  Houses  and  Butchers  Shops. 

The  16  Slaughter  Houses,  although  not  used  for  the 
purpose  of  slaughter,  because  of  the  Government  Scheme 
in  operation,  are  still  visited  as  the  majority  of  them  are 
also  used  as  butchers  shops,  and  174  inspections  have 
been  made. 

In  addition,  29  special  visits  have  been  made  in 
connection  with  reports  received  regarding  unsound 
food,. 


Shops  Act,  1934. 

Twenty-one  shops  have  been  inspected  and  in  all  it 
was  found  that  the  provisions  as  to  lighting,  ventilation, 
heating,  and  sanitary  accommodation  were  satisfactory. 

Factories  Act. 

Under  the  above  Act,  17  Inspections  were  made  of 


factories  and  workshops.  Conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

One  Notice  was  received  from  the  Factories 
Inspector  regarding  the  lack  of  suitable  sanitary  con- 
veniences and  the  matter  put  in  order. 

Bake-Houses. 

There  are  12  bake-houses  in  the  district,  all  of 
which  have  been  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Two  Knackers  Yards  operate  in  the  area. 

At  one  of  these,  however,  no  slaughtering  takes 
place  and  the  premises  are  only  used  as  a receiving 
centre.  During  the  year  extensive  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  to  one  of  the  yards  and  no  further 
complaints  have  arisen. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Rat  poison  is  distributed  free  on  request  from  the 
office  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

Fifty-one  applications  for  supplies  were  received. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

. There  has  not  been  any  extension  of  the  Council’s 
scheme  of  refuse  collection  during  the„year.  The  number 
of  houses  covered  being  4,698  out  of  a total  of  7,579. 

In  the  parishes  of  Rockcliffe,  Stanwix  and  King- 
moor,  the  work  of  collection  was  carried  out  by  direct 
labour.
